Health of Pupllt Esfential 

Yvette Levy accused teachers un- 
der tho present system ot education, 
of noC paying enough attention to the 
health of their pupils, since apparent 
backwardness or dullness ot a child 
might quite conceivably be, and fre- 
quently Is, the result of somo defi- 
ciency in sight or hearing. She ad- 
vocated that method of teaching 
whereby a child was led through the 
stimulation of Interest, ,to seek know- 
ledge for himself, rather than havo it 
fed to lilni whether ho desired it or 
not. 

Isabel Holland said that she be- 
lieved the aim ot education was to 
fit the Htudcnl for tho life Into whtcli 
lie or she intisl go; and that the 
school was merely a factor by which 
we acquire education. 

.She said that the trouble with the 
Quebec .Secondary school system was 
that there was no way otîoffçctlve 
control since there was no central ex- 
chequer.

Rock Erosive Forces Arc 
Running Water, Volcanic 
Action And Glaciers 



"Tho first way In which one can 
study tho earth's. crust, Is to find tho 
required Information, by being fami- 
liar with the language of the rocks," 
said Dr. Krank D. AiCams in his lec- 
ture, last night, at the meeting of 
the St. .IiimcH Literary Hoclely. Ills 
subject was, '"riio Geological History 
ot Montreal and its Vicinity." 

After being Introduced by tho 
Iiresldent, Dr. Adams spoke as 
follows: "When one wants to 
writo the history ot an epoch 
0110 has to go to tho source 
ot tho Information. So It one wants 
to rca0 or write about tho geological 
history of Montreal,, Iio^ has to gq to 
the source ot that 'information. Peo- 
ple imagine that the crust of the 
earth Is a confused mass of rock, but. 
In reality, tho crust of tlio earth is 
very " clabornto and bcaiitlfill, and 
contains many historical records." 
Then,' ho mentioned that In order to 
get to the source of this. Information, 
Iti la necessary to bo able to read the 
language of tho rocks, tor, (Ike other 
things, the ''rocks had their language 
Shows Slides 

From this point on thn lecture 
W.IS Illustrated with lantern .slides. 
Dr. Adams then explained, "There 
arc three great rock erosive forces 
running water, volcanic action and 
Ice. glaciers. Tho Grand Cayon in 
Arizona is an- excellent example ot 
tho first force. LIme-stono contain- 
ing sea fossils, lie in strata, just as 
they now do at bottom^of sea. • Thla 
Is proof ot tho Influence of water on 
the "Canyon. Shale and sandstone Is 
.also found hero Montmorency Falls 
lire also another example of this 
form of erosion. The origin ot vol 
canoes is traced to where fissures in 
I ho rock, touch molten rocks of the 
interior. There is an explosion as 
steam escapes and an eruption t;ikes 
place. Thus a cone is built up round

The 
speaker also cited, as evidence of this 
awakening, the growth of the science 
ot Sociology and the present state of 
toleration, both religious and racial, 
in all countrie.'j "In which the effects 
of the Industrial Revolution have 
been felt. In conclusion, he salB, 
"Man now fulfills tho Biblical com- 
mand, 'Love thy neighbour as thy- 
self".

Davies Lectured 
At Journal Club 

Tells Experiences of Recent 
Scientific Expeditious 

"Terrestrial Magnetism" was the 
subject of a lecture delivered to tho 
Journal Club yesterday afternoon by 
Mr. F. T. Davies of the Carnegie In- 
stltiite. 

Slides and descriptions were given 
r.f several recent scientific e.xpedl- 
tlons, such as that of the ".Maud," ' 
from 191S to 1925, which collected an 
enormous uiiiouiit. oC data, almost ojl 
the woik of sailing the ship and tak- 
ing ob.servatIons being the work of 
seven men; those of the "Carnegie," 
a ship containing only one piece of 
steel in its construction, and the re- 
cent trip made by I.!yrd, on which Mr. 
Davies was a member. 

Ho also showed a number ot graphs 
of magnetic variation tor ditferenl 
periods, and iiiUicated tlie niothod of 
obtaining m.-wnctic maps, with photo- 
graphs of a largo number of magnotio 
stations over the whole surface of tho 
globe. A short discussion followed 
tho lecture.

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Sophistication^ — Homily 

THE present generation is living in an era 
of sophistication. On all sides of us we 
' see the youth of today pitying honor to the 
goddess of the cult of the sophisticated. 
But what does it all mean; where is it 
leading us, and for what purpose? A de- 
finition of the word sophistication tells us 
that it means to deprive of simplicity, 
clothe or obscure with falacies; produce 
something that is camouflage and not 
genuine. 

-With this definition in mind we can 
see that sophistication means acting a part 
and obscuring one's individuality. This, in- 
deed, is just what is taking place today 
amongst men and women." They are fore- 
sakingr their originality in px'eference for 
a tailor-made part:rJÎQ|j|^geE||idp we see 
simplicity and tenSerasSflnitne majority 
of the young people, instead they choose to 
be hard, cruel and supposedly worldly-wise. 
In this way they have allowed themselves 
to become stereotyped, so that, no matter 
where one goe.';, one can always pick out 
those who are endeavouring to achieve 
sophistication. 

The typical picture of a modern young 
lady of the sophisticated cult, is that of a 
bizarre girl with hair carefully brushed 
back," exposing the ears, exhaling streams 
of cigarette smoke through long, slender 
nostrils withian ejcpression of infinite borer 
dom. She presents a picture of a sour- 
minded individual who is utterly fed up 
Avith the rest of the human race and can 
see no good or tenderness in the world. And 
the unfortunate part of it is that a great 
many of our students can be placed in this 
category. 

In large universities there is no reason 
whatsoever for a person being bored to 
death ; it is only a sign of laziness. There 
are countless activities, 'of which athletics, 
dramatics and debating are just a few, in 
which university undergraduates may in- 
terest themselves and find an outlet for 
the enthusiasm which must exist in them. 

Sophisticated people, no matter what 
they majf say, have feelings like their more 
naive brothers. They love "and hate, are 
stirred to wonder and beauty, hunger and 
thirst much like the Victorians whom they 
mock, and the living boobies whom they 
despise. But unfortunately the new lingo 
and attitude has become a cult. It is now, 
in the best circles, indecent to be decent, 
shameful to be shy, offensive to be courte- 
'ous, suspicious' to be simple. The sophisti- 
cated even go so far as to say that en- 
thusiasm is a symptom of prolonged 
adolescence and that to appear bored i.s 
maturity. 

Why must the young people clothe 
themselves in this sham, and strive to 
cover up their originality, when it is ad- 
mitted that it is the easiest thing in the 
woi-ld to find life agreeable and to live 
agreeably and naturally. The essence of 
being adult rather than childish is to cease 
to be sulky and irritable at finding life and 
existence to be what they aire.

Instead lie runs over to tho telephone line, con- 
nects his telephone (which ho always carries) and 
rings for the System Opori^tor.

The S.O. then telephones tho Montreal power- 
house and says, "S.O. speaking. Open up tlie Mont- 
rcal-St. John's switch and report." 

Tho operator at the power-house docs as re- 
quested and telephones back:— "Montrcal-St. John's 
switch is open." 

A similar procedure is carried on at the other 
end of the line. Thus, when- S.O. has received re- 
ports from both ends 'that the switches arc, open, 
he is sure that the line Is dead. When t|io patrol- 
man calls bacic, the S.O. says to him: — 

"The Montrcal-St. John's and the St. JoKn's-' 
Montreal switches are open. The lino is dead. Do 
your Job and report when finished." 

To tho patrolman tho line looks exactly as it 
was before— it may bo just as dangerous. But wltli- 
out an Instant's hesitation he climbs the polo 'and 
lays his hands on tho wire to "do his Job." ^o has 
absolute confidence in tho S.O. who, in' turn, has 
equal confidence in tho power-house operators. The 
responsibility borne by tho S.O. Is quite appairent. 




ELECTRICAL OPERATION 



The analogy between cicctriclty and water is 
a useful ono, provided that tho comparison is not 
caiTled too far. , i 

Irct us suppose that a largo pipe extends be- 
tween Montreal and St. John's, and that water is 
pumped into this pipe both at Montreal and at St. 
John's. The series of towns between these cities 
depend upon this pipe for their supply of water, 
and each little community taps off tlio auantlty it 
requires througli a fairly large pipe, which in turn 
is tapped by the individual consumers, in this 
imaginary system we have, then, the main utreain, 
its larger outlets, and the smaller sub-outlets. The 
towns must have water, and no steps must be taken 
to ensui-e delivery. Kaoh week, perhaps, tho wliole 
system is inspected, and minor faults discovered 
ai-e repaired on tlie spot. SIfould a fairly large hole 
be foun^vin the pipe, it may he necessary to nhut 
off tiie water for a period long enough to allow 
experienced workmen to repair tlie damage. For 
this purpose valves or gates liave been installed 
at ail tap-offs and at Montreal and at Sit. Johnn's, 
If conditions warrant it, tlio time of repair may be 
postponed a few hours to the early morning when 
but little water is being used and few people will 
be inconvenienced by the cutting off -of supply. In 
coso of urgency, howeyer, repairs are effected at 
once. 

Any attempt to continue tlie subject from this 
point of view will surely lead to difficulties. We 
shall, therefore, examine an clectrlcaj system' of 
distribution. • | 

The power-houses at Montreal and at St. 
John's will be operating "in parallel;" each will bo 
supplyinif power to tlie transmission line between 
them. In tiio cose of the water-pipe tho conduit 
might lie along tho ground; In this caife, however, 
the transmission Une must be kept away from tho 
ground. A satisfactory method is to tie tho lino to 
Insulators atop of tall poles. The lino Is at a higli 
potenUal, that is, at an electrical pressure çonsid- 
'erably abovo that of the earth; the insulator is tiic 
staying hand. There is nothing in tho world that 
has such an affinity for the earth as high voltage 
electricity. 

Koch town taps this transmission lino through 
a transformer or reducing valve. This electricity Is 
passed througii moro transformers ui)d finally 
emerges at 110 volts, v,''hen it is safo enough for 
the ordinary consumer. 

Wo hove come to depend so much on eloclricily 
that any- iiitcri'upllpns of the supplj^ .^ffecl if^.jjM

Reasons for Mistakes 

The inistiikcs made by children 
learning to 8i)oak may bo classed un- 
der four Iicading.s, sensorial, npper-' 
ccpllve, motor, and nilsl.-iUes ot re- 
priKliictloii. The sensorial mistakes 
nro due to the child's Inability to dis- 
tinguish fino diftercncon In sound. 
The npperccptlvo errors are duo to his 
Inability to correctly Interpret wli.-il 
he liiiH heard. Motor inlstaUos arc 
duo to his inability to articulate cor- 
rectly, Willie tho reproductive errors 
are caused by tho fact that tho child 
cannot retain everything that ho 
hears. 

Between the ages of a year and 
year and a half we find that children 
first begin to mako 'use of word-sep- 
fences. Their development from now 
on Is riipld and girls of two and a 
half and boys of two have a voc.ibul- 
nry of about threo hundreds words 
At firA nothing but' nouns are used, 
hut by the age of two only about 60% 
ot tho words used arc substantives, 
verbs and adjectives now being added 
to Ma vocabulary. In tho third per- 
iod, his words arc more connected, 
and in the fourth period, from tho 
age of two and ■ a half years on, he 
begins to mako use of the subordinate 

sentence. . .,_ , ; 

Children Coin Own Words 

Children coin many words of their 
own, for instanco, one called njus- 
tache mouth-brush, while another, 
called his toy-chest a children rub- 
bish box. To try to force left-handed 
children to write with their right 
hand may make' them stutter, for 
left-handed people have their "iiand 
controlled by the right hand side of 
tho brain. The centre for speech or-

H. Crainier, in refutation of these 
aigunientb-, referred tu tliu wave of 
Xloinanticisin wliicli swept over tiie 
worjij 111 the opening years of tlio last 
century. Is, not this directly trace- 
able to the expansive ^ influence of 
industrial stimulus? In science where 
shall we seek for the ccjualu of Dar- 
win or Huxley or lilnstelii? 'Wilh re- 
tard lo ills opponentH criticism of 
iiioderii art und leurning ho suid that 
wc arc tgo close lo obtain the proiier 
perspective. 

Moral Progress Slow 

In concluding ' tlio négative side, 
Mulliiis devoted iiimsclf lo tiic task 
of proving tl)y.t our uiurul progruKS 
had not nearly equulled our iiiulcriul 
advancement.
